Foredoomed to Defeat 


There is something almost pathetic in the outcome a 


'Chicago, cold-blooded as is the game of politics as it i 
played in these days—perhaps as it has always bee 
played. The man who four years ago was heralded ns th 
one American most eminently fitted for the presidency 
and elected by an overwhelming majority, has finally 
. forced Ms renomination in the face of a situation that in- 
evitably foredooms him to defeat. The great political or- 
ganization that was behind him to a man but four years 
ago is now so rended and torn by factional disturbance 
and so embittered by an internecine warfare that there is 
scarcely a semblance of cohesion in its ranks, is practically 
an utter wreck so far as the present campaign is conerned 
at least. 


The virile, progressive, forceful element which has 


heretofore been able to make itself felt in party councils, 
and to force the fighting along lines which, if they were 
not always right, were at least able to command respectful 
consideration at the hands of independent voters, has been 
'driven out by the staudpat faction which seized upon its 
entrenched power in government control to saddle upon 
the party candidates and policies clearly out of line with 
the sentiment of a very large element of its own voters. 
The spectacle of 244 delegates to a republican national 
convention sitting in their seats and declining to vote 
upon a nomination for president because they believed 
they had been overpowered by unfair tactics, is one that 
will probably remain for a good many years as the most 
unique and striking spectacle in American politics. 


Elected as definitely pro-Roosevelt, these delegates 


undoubtedly chose the most forceful method of expressing 
their displeasure. A physical bolt from the convention 
would have lost them much of the respect which their 
saner action has retained for them, and-as they go back 
home to the districts which sent them to Chicago to vote 
for Mr. Roosevelt they will meet endorsement and not 
jeers for their course in a most trying situation.

The adult, says the Purdue 
professor, is a small, ashen-gray beet e 
less than one-fourth of an inch long. The 
egg is laid in a small hole at the base of 
the potato stalk; the beetle makes this 
hole with its long snout or proboscis. 
The eeg hatches in a few days and the 
little white gmb gets its nourishment 
from the stalk. They continue bormg m 
the stalks until August, and sometimes 
until September, and during these few 
months are able to cause an enormous 
IOFF to potato growers. They pupate in

The man's body, when examined, was 


ound to be molded on th» lines of a 
romnn. 
He wore a long pair of white 


orsets, attached to and under the skirt 
of which wore long silk stockings, which 
>-er<! connected with the corsets with the 
regulation hose supporters. 


Beab Among Gayest. 


At a social function th« night before 


his death Beab WHS one of the gayest, 
and did not return hnmn until about 1 
o'clock. 
He almost immediately begun 


preparing to retire., and began his regu- 
lar nightly beauty development stunt. 
After his face had been mnnsnged with 
cold cream Beab began using an electric 
needle for his bust development. 


He had'attached the wire to an elec- 


trolier in the center of his room, and 
standing before a mirror betrnn working 
the needle in his breast, 
lie had fre- 


quently used the needle before, and just 
what caused the accident may never be 
known. 


Occupants of other apartments heard 


a fall, and hastening to the room found 
Benb dead. A physician was summoned 
and. after examining the body, stated 
that death was due to 
electrocution. 


Friends were shocked when they learned 
of the detail? and conditions surround- 
ing the death. 


Never Suspected Him. 


Although he w'ns known as one of the 


most fastidious, they never 
suspected 


that he was such a slave to fashion's 
decrees or bemity quest.

ing an investigation a search was made 
of the apartments. In the bathroom-at- 
tached to the apartment was found 'au 
extensive line of 'beauty lotions, while in 
the victim's trunks -and wardrobes were 
found numerous articles, supposed to be 
for the exclusive use of women. 


There were also found many photo- 


graphs of members of the fair sex.
